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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election with traverse of Group I, claims 1-23, 33, and 43 in the reply 
filed on February 27, 2008 is acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that 
Kwag et al. (US 7,1 51 ,1 46) is not prior to the priority date of December 23, 2005 of the 
instant application. This is correct, and claims 24-33 and 35-43 are rejoined with Group 
I under examination since those claims all share the technical feature of the carbon 
nanotubes supported catalyst for polymerization. However, the polymer claims 34 and 
44 are still restricted since the claimed polymers do not necessarily contain the carbon 
nanotubes supported catalyst and those polymer can be any conventional olefin 
polymers such those prepared by metallocene catalyst which are well known in the art. 

2. The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. Claims 7, 25, and 36 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

In claims 7, 25, and 36 respectively, the catalyst limitations of "hindered 
amidoaryl chelates, hindered oxoaryl chelates, Fe (II and III) and Co (II) 
bis(imino)pyridines and Brookhart complexes based on Ni (II), Pd" lack definitions. The 
metal components are not provided for "hindered amidoaryl chelates" and "hindered 
oxoaryl chelates", and "Brookhart complex" is not a text book term and the definition of 
such is provided. 
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In claim 25, the language of claim is confusing and awkward. The examiner 
suggests to replacing "A composition for performing the process according to claim 1 
and comprising a catalyst system, the catalyst" with -The catalyst system according to 
claim 1 , the catalyst -. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. The subject mater of claims 1 -31 , 33 and 35-43 are allowable since there is no 
prior art that teaches or reasonably suggests catalyst composition comprising the 
carbon nanotubes supported catalyst, the polymerization process in the presence of the 
catalyst, and the composition material comprising a polymer and the carbon nanotubes 
supported catalyst of the instant claims. 

5. Applicants are urged to cancel the restricted claims 34 and 44 to place the rest of 
the pending claims (when free of informalities) in the condition for allowance .
